opinion has doubtiass .been obtained by 
■riio Bsquimalt & Nanaimo Railway 
Company .that this will be the effect of 
the passage of' said legislation through 
the Dominion House; and whereas it 
is a matter of vital importance that the 
province should preserve intact its right 
to tax the .said Esquimalt & Xanaimo 
Itaihvay land belt: I'.e it therefore re- 
solved, that this House urge upon the 
goveniniciit tlie necessity of taking 
such iiiimediatf stops ns it may deem 
necessary in the matter to protect the 
rights of the people of this province." 

In speaking to this, the member for 
Xanaimo took the ground that if the 
company was ta.xed so that it could not 
hold its lands, they would bo iu a posi- 
tion to obtain remuneration from the 
courts of the province for tho damage 
suffered through such taxation. Tlie 
comiiaiiy liad taken ,a different stand 
and had endeavored to "sneak" through 
tlie Dominion House a bill to oxoinpt 
their lands from taxation for all time. 

The .\ttoriiey -General said that the 
hill referred to was designed to ratify 
an agreement between two coiiip:inies 
witli r<'spect to the transfi>r of the 
Islaiiil raihvay. Both companies, beiiu- 
siiliject to Dominion laws, had sought 
legislation fi-oiii iIr' federal house. As 
t.i whether tho K. & X. lands became 
lialilo to provincial taxation because of 
this transfer, he would not vent are an 
opinion. In connection with the bill 
now before tlie iDominion parliament, 
he had ttdegraphed tho Minister of .Tus- 
lice siii,'j,'esting that the passage of such 
le'.,-isliiti(ni inigat iiiterfei-e with the 
lii-'ht of the province to lax tin' railway 
lands if (hey ceased to be used for r.ail- 
way ;iiirp<ises. to which a reply was re- 
ecived from the I^Iiiilsler of .lustiee that 
li" did not understand that the leu'isla- 
■ tiou leferred to Wtuild liave the elTei't 
siiggested. If the iiroviiii had the 
right to tax these lands, no Dominion 
le-is!atiiui could interfere with tliat 
riirht. What he hail done was fur the 
purpose of ei-riiii.', if he envd at all,, on 
the -siile of caution in tho matter. As to 
■the point taken by Air. Ilawthorn- 
thwaite thot if nt any time in the future 
the government were to collect taxes 
from these lands, a cause of action 
woald arise, and that thei court would 
bo bound to give the railway company 
daniau'es to the extent of the taxation 
evoked, .is a matter of fact no court 
could interfere with tho rights of the 
province so far ns taxation was roa- 
eoriied. They either had the right to 
tax the lands or they had not; ami 
upon any attemiit of the (iroviiiee to 
enforce such taxation this qii.'.sti.ui 
would lie threshed out. lie offeroil no 
objection to the resolution, but thoiii,'ht 
the government had .shown tbemselvev 
sutlleicntly alert that they did not evea 
rei|iiire the house itself to urge thfin 
to protect the rights of the peojile. 

'Sir. ,T. .V. .Macdonald disapjiroved of 
the resolution in its present fonn. T|

"Bo it tbcrcforo resolved, that tliia 



House urge upon the governmeiit tho

Mr. I-Iawtliorntlnvaite was willing to 
.withdraw his resolution iu favor of that 
named by the- leader of the opposition, 
and tho original resolution was accord- 
iuglv withdrawn. 

JMr. Mclunes commended the view 
taken by .the Attorney-General. There 
was no occaiidn' for tho alami suggest- 
ed by the member lor Nanaimo. If 
the Ottawa bill passed uffeeting the 
rights of tho province iu question, it 
would bo so much waste paper. Tho 
exclusive jurisdiction of the provinco in 
this regard was well understood nt Ot- 
tawa. For uistnncc, the E. it N. 
charter passed by the local House 
specially exempted the raihvay iaud.s 
from taxation. Jn the (diarter passed 
by Clio Dominion parliament the bulijcct 
was jiot mentioned.

science should lie accorded tlio Roman

tliat provinco. Tho burden of his speech 
was that Canada owed its exiatenco 
today to the loyalty of the French race 
and to the work done by tho Hoinaii 
Catholic hierarchy In perlUous times, 
when tho Prote.stanta of Ontario wore 
In rebellion again.st t1ie Crown, and 
when, later on, there were troubles In 
the Northwest that could not have been 
downed but for the personal efforts of 
-Vichblsiiop Tache. "As long na tho 
King won't go back on us, we won't go 
back on him," had been the stand of 
French -Canq.dlan8 ever since they 
came under the British flag. They had 
preserved Canada in the past and their 
faltli in British Justice had neyer boon 
shattered, hence their unswerving loy- 
alty today.

British Government Declines to Be Led 
From Stand on Fiscal Question. 

London, March 29. — In the House of 
Commo5is tonight a vote of censure on 
Premier Balfour's fiscal policy was 
unanimously carried, the ministerial- 
ists abstaining from voting.

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THE BUDGET SPEECH. 

The Minister of I'^liuinoo yesterday 
submitted his estimates £or the com- 
ing fiscal year,' and made his Budget: 
speech, a full report of which appears 
elsewliero. Ijlttle is necessary to be 
said in addition. It is a plain, straifht- 
lorward statement o£ the tliianclal po- 
sition. The Minister clearly pointed 
out the dlfflcultles in which the Gov- 
ernment found itseU financially upon 
taking: ofllce. Tlie Province had been 
going behind at the rate of over $750,- 
000 per annum for years. ITor the 
fiscal year 1904-5 provision had to be 
made for an additional $840,000 in ordei 
to secure qullibrlum. By careful maii- 
apremont the task ^vas successfully ac- 
complished, with a small surplus to 
boot. For the coming fiscal year the 
estimated revenue Is $2,559,370, and the 
estimated expenditure $2,566,038, a 
statement which foreshadows a slight 
deficit. This it is lioped to turn into 
a surplus, the estimates of revenue 
having been framed In the most con- 
servative spirit possible. In a word, 
the Minister of Finance is to be con- 
gratulated upon the showing. 



THE WEARING OF THE WIG. 

The Legislative chamber has been 
enlivened with' a discussion, of the 
wearing of wigs In court, arising out 
_ of the second reading of Mr. Stuart 
■ -Henderson's bill, which provides that — 

The 'Wi'iirlng or use of the ciistouKirj 
ofllc-lal wigs, or of robos of any color 
other than blaek, by Ju(l(,'e.s, b:\rrlfiters or 
refe'istrara of Uils court, ilurlug the sitting 
of tUe court or In chambers is hereby pro- 
btbited, ■ ' 

A-uy person violflUng any provision of 
the foregoluB sliall bo liable on summary 
conviction to a penalty not exceeding 
twcnty-tivi? dollarw and not less than ten 
dollars lor cac-Ji such offence. 

The wearing of wigs, araidemlcally 
considered, Is of little general Interest 
or Importance. The wig, as It appears 
In court, serves no useful purpose. It 
Is not Intended to accomplish its orig- 
inal end of concealing a bald pate, nor 
Is It In itself a thing of beauty. It is 
purely a conventional remnant of a 
time-honored custom, as much like a 
natural head of hair as the supporters 
of the Royal Arms are like to anlmal.s, 
in nature, they are supposed to repre- 
sent. That Is to say, the wig is a sur- 
vival of a custom, which, In polite so- 
ciety, was once general, but Is now In 
l^ng-land confined to the law courts. It 
Is, In its present form, purely emblem- 
atic of legal halr-spllttlng. As such. 
It is somewhat picturesque and does 
add to the court room a certain at- 
mosphere, if not of dlKnity, at least of 
ceremonial effect. It carries us back 
to the time which we associate with 
I)lctorIal plates In our Illustrated his- 
tories, memoir.s and works of art, etc. 
lu a sense it has very mucli the same 
interest for the members of the legal 
profession as the requirements of eti- 
quette have for the man or woman of 
society. Those outside of the profes- 
sion It affects purely us a matter of 
sentiment. They admire, tolerate, or 
detest, simply as tastes or social sym- 
pathies dlctata. 

All men, the most democratic, are 
conventional. Few haVe the courage 
or Inclination to depart far from tlie 
standards of dress by which they are 
surrounded. The Socialist, who ile- 
nounces the conventional forms which 
distinguish classes, habits himself as 
Ills fellows do according to ihe pre- 
vailing mode, if men wore petticoats, 
so would he; if kilts, so v.-ould he; if 
Moorish attire, so would he; If the 
simple garb of nature, so would lie. 
AVe are all slaves of circumstances. 
Kvery onler, however proletarian in its 
objects or sympathies, lias Us emblems 
and regalia. Its ceremonial- observances 
and Its liturgy. . It Is an Instinct of 
humanity cropping up In all grades and 
forms of society. 

While, however, the wig ordinarily 
considered may have only an academic 
Interest for the public In in-esent cir- 
cumstances, it has evolved an Interest 
and Importance that are more than or- 
dinary. It i.s proposed Ijy law to pro- 
• hibit its .u.se altogether under penalty. 
This is a return to the sumptuary leg- 
' Islatlon of centuries ago, when Parlia- 
ment assumed to regulate the style of 
dress or the length of the hair or 
linger nails. It was In those days con- 
sidered necessary to intervene by 
. statute In . Qrder..to prevent absurdities 
aiid fibuses which were thp extremity 
of fashion -following. Surely we have, 
as a self-respecting people In the 
twentieth century, grown out of the 
. i sWaddUng .Iclolhes. wherein It is ne- 
. cess'ary to' be';' lirotected against the 
follilos wo Impose iijion ourselves. 

It was pointed out by the Attorney- 
General that, as the law stands at 
present, -■ tlje^v'jUSe'/fOf,, w'lga in court 
by barristers is optional, and lie prop- 
erly de.-il[jiiatea the bill befoj-e the 
IXouae as "freak legislation." The Leg- 
islature hud no moic right to intorfuro 
widi the style uf a nuui's headg.ear 
Hum it liad to determine the color of 
his necktie. • It vwas clearly o.ri,';ln- 
vaaidn ■ of prllYate rights, and als'-sdch 
should liot' be" coilntenancecl. Mr. 
Bowser, of Vancouver, took a decidedly 



sane view of the case and considered 
that ' It was beneath the dignity of tlie 
Legislature to waste its time In dis- 
cussing suih matters. One point he 
made Is well worthy of consideration. 
It was held as a justification of the 
legislation sought that, notwithstand- 
ing the provision for discretion In re- 
gard to the wearing of wigs In court, 
th^ barristers who wished to exercise 
their legal rights were handicapped 
when appearing beforetaijudge Insist- 
ent upon preserving this ancient tradi- 
tion Intact, and the Interests of their 
clients suffered In coiisefiuonce. Mr. 
Bowser held that bari-lsters should 
stand by their rlffhts.<and not seek' to 
get behind the provisions of an 'Act 
of Parliament In order to protect them- 
selves. 

It seems, therefore, that the real ob- 
ject' of the present bill Is not so much 
to- get ria of the vvlg, which, though 
uncomfortable In a heated court room, 
Is really a hai'mless piece of headgear, 
as to escape the tyranny Imposed by 
[•Judges, whose notions of court etiquette 
^ are borrowed from and governed by the 
. traditions of tlie mother land. 
' "It •strikes us as singular and as 
premising an incomprohenslblo attitude 
I of the judicial mind that a man's pro- 
fessional status In court or the rights 
of his clients should be Jeopardized by 
the absence of conventional capping or 
the shape or color of his tie. A judge 
is more or less of nil autocr.at in court 
and necessarily so, in order that that 
decorum should be preserved essential 
In the Interests of Justice and the due 
enforcement of the law. But tliere are 
certain ilniltations to the exercise of 
his power, and It only requires that the 
members of the Bar shall assert man- 
fully their rights to be fully protected 
in them. In this they would be up- 
held by public opinion, against which 
even judges mtist be impotent. 

A Judge who regards the trappings of 
a court room as more Important than 
the eternal yerltieS of the law, to whlcli, 
as an institution, court was created to 
give effect, bus an Important lesson to 
learn before he realizes the true posi- 
tion he occupies in the scheme of hu- 
man economy. The law was not made 
to exalt the Judge above his fellows; 
but the judge to exalt the law. The 
remedy for ;m abuEe of Judicial pre- 
rogative lies, therefore, not In legisla- 
tion which Is manifestly wrong In prin- 
ciple, but In the manful protest of 
those whose rights ai-e Invaded. If 
barrister.s are afraid of Judges, whO, 
are, as evidenced by their Uttle weak- 
nesses for display and petty vanities, 
not less human Uian themselves, then 
tliey deserve but little sympathy on the 
part of the public, or protection at 
the hands of the Legislature. 

POLITICS IN QUEBEC. 

Premier Parent did not long survive 
his ill-gotten election gains in I'JtH. It 
will be remembered that, followiug tlie 
Uominioii campaign, -he recommended 
the Lieuteuant-Gorcrnor to dissolve the 
legislature aud bring on a general elec- 
tion within a period ol time which dul 
not permit of orBftuizatiou on the part 
of Ills Liberal-Coiisorvative opponents. 
As a protert against unfair methods, 
the latter decided, as a party, not to 
contest the various constituencies. The 
result of this were a plethora of Libeml 
candidates, and much consequent jeal- 
ousy and ill feeliiijr as to who should 
secure the noiuiuations. During the 
election campai.^'ii. sliorl as it was, very 
^:reat oiipositioii developed within the 
Liberal ranks. This opposition was 
princiiially ilirectcU hy two Liberal f^eii- 
ators, Ohoqnctte and Le^-ris, wlio niade 
serious charges a;,'aiiist tlie I'reiuicr as 
to the .•KhMinistl-atioii of tlie I, anil llc- 
liarta:cm. uf v.iiicii the latter, was the 
departmental head. A vacancy in the 
cabinet occurring. Premier Parent 
called in as minister a man to whom 
suiac <]f iiis collea^'ues were opposed, 
Ainl tlirce of thciii resi.^med and took 
witli ^hein a niajurily <]f the Liberal 
supporters of tlie f,'i)venmieat. This 
was on the eve of the caiiiiis together 
of the Le^nshiture, and the I'rcuiier, in 
Older to ;,'eL brealhin;: time, scciirc-i 
an adjoiivmuciit of tiic (ipeiiiii:,' of tin- 
Legislative Assembly for one luoiitli. 
In the meantiuio a Lnn-e was patciicd 
u]), on the uii(lei'stanii;ii^' that evciituaily 
.Mr. I'aient was lo i-osi;,'U. Upon the 
opening of Iho House a cuuiniittee was 
appointed to inv-estiKaie the char;,'f-» 
against the Premier. The two senators. 
(.'Iioiiiictte and Legris, faileil to alt<-nd 
to f,'ive cviilt'iH-c, and a report was 
brouL'lit in cxoueratiug him. This was 
followed by the Premier's • resignation 
and the ealliug upon of Mr. Gouiii, a 
ionr.c-.- cnllca^'ue, to form a niiuisu-y, 
v.liicli has bct-ii ilouc. So both sides are 
satisticd. I'areut triumphed over liis 
enemies who made charges against hini 
and obtained i clear character; liis 
enemies succeeded, however, in getti.ig 
rid (it liiiii a.s pi-OMiier. Parent w-as 
vindicated, but Parent had to go. lie 
will proUaWy receive a suitable reward 
for his political services from the Do- 
minion goveniiiieii(' in a fat ofllco iu cou- 
iicctioii with till' Eastern section of the 
Grand Trunk I'acillc Kailwny.

Attention is being directed in the 
press to the remarkable fact that in the 
United Kingdoin the consuniiition of 
intoxicating' liiiuors has uiidorK'oiie a 
remarkable decrease since ISIJI). In that 
year tUe drink of the nation 

reached )is hlgh-watcr mark and repre- 
sented a total of over ^$000,000,000. 
Since that time tlio ^decreases ore as 
follows:

In 
Ibis fact lies the proliiilih' exphinatioii, 
as over ■'jlKI.OOO.OOO ri'dui-lion has hceii 
ia beer, the tiiiiile of llie laboring 
classes. Ilouvver, the drink bill of 
Ciroat Uri.tuin is Btill large enough, an 
Iieojilo' Hpend more uimui alcoholic bev- 
erajres than llic total expenditure of 
th<- milinn aiiioiiiils to. The entire 
suKIieiisiiiii would mean the saving of 
nu amount. suUlcient to pay off Hit- 
national debt -in four years. 



DESTROYING WILD FLOWERS. 

. Tlie Toronto Globe has au editorial 
article against the destruction of •ivild 
Ilowers in High Park. It says IJii.t the 
gift of the park io the city contained 
a provision that it bo kept in a rtato of 
nature, and "this strengtheus tlie. plea 
of all who love the wild flowers of the 
sandy lulls aud deep rapines." The 
conditions in High Park, Toronto, are 
very much different from those in 
Beacon Hill Park, Victoria, but the, 
considerations in favor of prcservjng 
the wild flowers are equally strong iu 
both places. 

Last year steps wore taken by the 
Natural History Society to pi^feveht-the 
pulling of the wood Hlica by the chil- 
dren, a practice which in the past had 
practically destroyed these beautiful 
flowers, now rather scarce there. 
J 1, As;, the ; spring is . on, .the questipn 
again arises, and we -trust that the 
guardians of the park, as well as 
parents and others, wili endeavor to see 
that tho regulation against the dostnic- 
tioa of wild .flowors is carried out. One, 
charm of- thW 'park, in season, is the 
flora in its natural state. Every effort 
should bo made to proseryo it Intact. 



UNCALLED FOR. 

Mayor Barnard is at present in Ot- 
tawa in a legal capacity for tho pur- 
pose of opposing the measure before 
the Dominion Parliament respecting 
the E. & N. Railway Ooinpany. In so 
far as that is concerned, he Is perfectly 
within his ri.^■llts, but his opposition 
.should be conllned to what is legitimate 
and within his province as a paid 
solicitor. While appearing before the 
Railway Committee yesterday, he took 
advantage of his opportunity to make 
serious rellections upon Mr. Dunsmuir, 
which were entirely uncalled for and in 
no way nrrectea the legal merits of 
the case. "We know nothing of any 
jjersonal feelings which may liave 
prompted Mayor Barnard to use tlie 
language he did, but neither as a law- 
yer nor as Mayor of the city of Vic- 
toria was he justified in displaying It 
in any degree on that occasion. While 
Mr. Barnard is in Ottawa In a pro- 
fessional capacity, he Is also Mayor ot 
Vlctoriiv, and the latter fact gives 
weight to his uuternnces whieli they 
would not otherwise possess. Even it 
everything ho said wore true, his obser- 
vations were not in good taSte. "What 
rlglits Mr. Dunsinuir possesses he has 
apart from considerations ot whether 
his efforts are beneficial to the com- 
munity In which he lives or not. As a 
lawyer, standing upon the legal rights 
of his clients, Mr. Barnard should 
choose other ground of attack. If, on 
the other hand," he Is at Ottawa as a 
politician, the public should know it. 



THE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

The Toronto Mail aud lOinpire iiays 
a woll-deserved tribute to the members 
of the t.'aiiadiuii Geological Survey, 
who are, it, must be remembered, amou.;; 
tlie pioneers to be credited witli tlic 
work of building up and doveloidu!,' 
Canadi'. Fcv,- pcr!;o!is i-eaiize the 
amount of labor, the i;rcat liardsllips 
and extent of country traversed and ex- 
plored, involved in the surveys of such 
men as have carried them ou. Their 
most valuable explorations linve carried 
them far alielil into tlie wiUlcrncss, to 
the barren lands and tlirout'li the Itocky 
mountains of British Columbia. Per- 
liaps the labors of all other classes o£ 
men put to.iiether have not contributed 
so n.ncii to a know-ledge of the 
natural resources of llie Dominion as 
liave resulted from the laborious and 
e.-v;tensive investigations of tlie Geologi- 
cal Survey. The Mail and Jiinpire, in 
cDiichidinu' its well - chosen remarks, 
stales as follows: 

l,u-an, I>av,-fo:i, StciTy Hunt, Rieli- 
anison, Weston, tho Barlows, fy.'Iwyn 
and their as.sociates cslablislicd line 
traditions for the service, liaditions 
which their successors live up to. Dr. 
Bell, indeed, the present head of tlio 
survey, may he said to belong to tho 
old band. In his bo'Ok, "Ucmini-^celiccs 
A MM. II- liic Itocks," pubiislii.Ml -in IMi',', 
Thonias Weston remarks tlnit, besides 
iiimscir, Dr. Bell is .the ouly survivor 
of the old regime. Dr. Uobert liel! is a 
w-o:-t!iy successor to fnc ofl'ii-c of ilirec- 
tor, in w-hi(-li t!ie i-overnnieiit, in rcco,^'- 
nition of his distinguished service, will, 
it is hoped, soon fully install him. 

It is reported that the Great North- 
ern Railway recently contracted to 
carry jr),(KIO tons of rails from Chica.^o 
I.) Japan for ,fS a ton. Half of this 
price, or 20 cents per hundred, for rail 
transportation was to be allowed, and 
as the distance from Chicago to Seattle 
;s 2,2H'.) miles, the coiiseipieiit rate is 
eipial to 1.7,S mills per ton per mile. .\s 
the actual cost of liauling freight, in- 
cluding ■ interest on capital and taxes, 
is shown to be 0.2 mills per ton per 
mile, it is evident tli.-it the rails wore 
hauled at a loss of -1.12 mills per ton 
I>(^r mile. In other words, for every 
dollar it received for hauling, the com- 
pany would bo obliged to pay out, 
rouglily speaking, three dolhir.'J, and 
the (piery ari.>;es, llow can the com- 
pany aHord to do tliis'^ The probable 
explaufttlfln is that the profit of a full 
tftcamslii'p cargo of the Great Northern 
steamshijiH more than offsets tiie loss 
of tlie railway in iirovidiii;,' a cargo, and 
herein lies one of the problems of com- 
petition in tbrougij traffic.

Sir lUbhert Tupper, on the court con- 
vening, presented printed copies of the 
appellants' argument and a chrono- 
logical review of the case, explaining 
that these had been prepared lo exjie- 
dite the matter. 

The .Chief Justice desired an assur- 
ance that the case would bt- disposed 
of by April 10. 

Sir Hlbbert replied that he was un- 
able to say deflnitely how long the 
argument would continue. His side 
would probably be.able to bldse within 
three days. 

The Chief Justice suggested that 
some arrangement be made as to an 
eiiuitable division of time on tlie part 
of counsel — that the appellants occupy 
Liiis week, tlie respondents next week — 
with one day for reply by the former.

roll.

General Prosperity 
Whilst th^Te were no signs of "boom" 
or undue Inllatlon, the reports, both com- 
mercial and i.^grlcultnral, from all jiarts 
of tlie province Indicated a condition 
general iirosperlly. Improving business con- 
illtlons Jind progress. In sjilte of adverse 
coiniiieiitallty by critics of taxation, the 
most encouraging reports were coming to 
hand from all our .mining centres. They 
wi'te becoming more and more accustom- 
ed to bear of dividends being declared, and 
advices from I.,ondon indicated that capl- 
.tal was showing a tendency once more to 
seek Investnient In the province. Hut 
whilst, as stated, the signs of prosperity 
were general, there were two of the most 
Important bran<Aes of local industry that 
needed careful attention at the han«ls of 
both provincial and federal authorities, 
viz., the llsherlcs and lumber. 

Fisheries 

1901 being the last of four years affect- 
ing the Fraser, only a small catch was cx- 
Ijeetcd. The actual catch of 458,000 cases 
was not more than one-third of the large 
i-atcb of 1901, and even this result was 
largely due to the Northern rivers' cateh 
being exeeiitlomill.v good. Fnllure on the 
Fraser was more serious hecausi' li.iK lier- 
les were lumbh! to obtain safllclcnt eggs, 
and consequently It devolved upon both 
federal and provincial governments to take 
steps to restore the Krascr and conserve 
the Northern rivers. According to the re- 
liort of l!Ki:i Ihe canning liidustry in 1902, 
comjirlslng "."i eslabllsbiiients, valueil at 
one and a liulf .niUllons of dollars, gave 
employment to over 17,000 persons, a large 
nnnibcr ot whom were small rancliers and 
nrtlzans, as well as flshcrmcn, good cus- 
tomers of business houses, and conse- 
quently the question was a most vita! one 
In the Interests of the province. 

The Lumber Trade 
The lumber trade had not assumed the 
proportions It was entitled to during the 
j past year, owing to the eoinpetltlon In the 
2,i;i9,141 j .markets of the .N'orlhwcst by American 
j lumbi'r. It was reported that during the 
.599,945 I Mrst four nionlhs ot tills llscal year, from 
.lulv I tbe liaiiorts from tbe United State. 
2,057,000 1 amounted to .'i;9.'M,000, money which, wllh 
a small duty on manufactured lumber, 
would have gone into the pockete of the 
inlllmen and loggers of this 'province. The 
provincial policy of restricting the export 
of logs had henn very successful In build- 
ing n]i the mllllnt," Industry In the prov- 
liii'e, mill with a Utlb^ I'rotiM'tion from 
I the federal authorities onr natural mar- 
ket would bo conserved. 

Better Terms 
The niemorbil presented to llie Dominion 
governiuent should prove Interesting read- 
ing not only .to members of the House, 
but to tlie'iieople of the country, when 
they eoiifildered the eontentlon ot the Qne- 
bee confereni'i;, that In aiding the dev^lop- 
mi.Mit of the provinces by Increased sub- 
sidies the revenues of the Dominion would 
be proportionately swelled. This applied 
<'speclall.v io Itrltish (^iilunibln, where uni- 
versal Hourees of wealth were admitted, 
but where, owing to niilur.5l nlHst«(des, the 
expenditure necessary to render these re- 
sources avnilnhle, was niucTl greater thmi 
In any other province. But a« they bad In 
the past contributed, and would in the 
future continue to contribute, to tiio Do- 
minion lluanecfl by Inerenslng the Euh- 
slilles must rea|> a relative advantage. It 
was lo be hoped that a friendly settle- 
■ment of this serious question could be ar- 
rived at In llie near future, or at least, 
that the reipiest be granted (liat the mat- 
ter be referred to nn Independent tribunal.

Mining 

The hicrease In mineral proauction for 
the past year was very gratifying. In 
th(! year 1901! the total production was un- 
der $17,r>00,000, while for 1901 the lowest 
estimate was nearly $20,000,000, and Kome 
reliable authorities placed It at about 
$21,000,0<KI. This Increase In value also 
pointed to largely Increased output, as the 
value ot copper In 190t averaged one-half 
cent per pound less than In ]!!0:i. and that 
of lead W.IK very slightly higher. The 
principal lucreascH were in lead, which 
doubled the output of 19o:!, and In coke. 

lie hoped that In any amendment made 
In the future to llie present system of tax- 
ing mines, the principle ot rebated tax- 
ation w-ould be applied to ores smelted In 
the province. A jiosalblc solution might be ■ 
the certllied pay roll of the mine exempt- j 
cd In addition to cost of freight and treat- ' 
meat with the two per cent, tax raised j 
sufficiently to 'moot the nasiz and a rebate 
of 60 per cent, ot the tax made to all ores 
smelted in BHtlsTi .Colnmbla. 

. Fruit Growing 

Fruit growing bade fair -to soon become 
one of our moat important Industries. A 
few years ago pioneers perceived the pos- 
slblUtles of the <-oniitry In tlilrt respect, I 
And their efforts had proved successful j 
In showing th.it Itrltish Columbia could 
hold 'her own with any portion of the Do- 
■mliilon. An example of this was that in i 
1903 Jlessrs. Stirling & Co.' of Kelowna 
shipped . a carload of opples to Glasgow, 
wblcb larrlred In, good condition and soui 
at about Os. per box, while Eastern ap- 
Iiles were selling at $1 per barrel (equal to 
bores). This caused iinnierou.s Inquir- 
ies from per.sons who saw the f/ult. .A 
similar slilpment from the Okanagan to 
Auslralla was equally successful; Whilst 
on two occasions In the last few montha 
Itrltish Columbia fruit captured the gold 
medal at the Uoyal Horticultural Society's 
show In London. The object of tlie gov- 
ernment had not been so much to seek a 
•market by exlilbltliig lu Knglaiul as to 
deiiioiisttate to Intending Imlgrants the ad- 
vantages orrereil by the jirovlnce. At the 
present time they had marketa near at 
hand which consumed all of our produc- 
tloim, snd there wore still large areas of 
land eapalde ot being brought Into use 
for this purpose. In addition to the cx- 
IdhltloaH In England a display was made 
In Winnipeg last August which was so 
successful that they were nuked to repent 
It at Hraiulon, with Ihe result not only of 
maldug their position In those markets 
more secure, but of sending a large num- 
ber of enilgrapts from , the Prairie Prov- 
ince and TerrltorI'M'rtcross' tho mountalna 
to IJrltlsh Columbia.

canucrles were to be established at New 
Westminster, liiniinioud, and Victoria, so 
that there was everything to encourage 
tills branch of enterprise. The abnormally 
dry season had the effect ot reducing the 
crop of last year. Still an lucrcaso of 
neiirly 600 tons ivas recorded, e/cbo ship- 
ments of fruit last year exceeded those of 
the preceding year by 400 tons. The value 
of Ihe fruit shipped watt estimated at 
.f2i0,0(X), and It w.^s estlimited that tbe 
total value of crop marketed exceeded 
y.^X^tHK). The area of land In orcharil hi 
V.m was 7,-i;:0 acres. It was cstlmaled 
that new ojchards were planted In l!>i)2 
<-iiverlug (i,(X)0 acres, -making a totnl of 
i;i,-130 acres engaged, in fruit raising. 

It was pleasant to bo able to rejiort a 
large Increase In the iiroduclSon of butler, 
which amounted last year to about 1,,''.00,- 
000 lbs., or about 2d7. of the eonsuinptloii. 
There were now fourteen creameries lu the 
province, which ni-oiluced In 1901 1,210,000 
lbs. of butter, and pard In easli to their 
Iiatrons $272,020. 'I'his ehowed a satisfac- 
tory Increase. '> 'In ,1002 .^ho. producUou ot 
our croamerles>-was'71B;84Si''ibs;j 'lnf-1003 It 
was 058,(M5; in 1901 it was 1,210,000. How- 
ever, there was still mueli to be done, as 
butter to the value of ¥1,1"^I,.">11 was Im- 
ported last year. The toliil Importation of 
agricultural producl.s Imported lu 190-1 
aiuounted to $7,199,i,'i8, an increase of
